EVERY mo ther o wes a debt o f 
gratitude to medical science fo r the 
way in which it has made po ssible 
the pro tectio n o f children against 
disease, 
The list o f 
illnesses, 
fo rmerly 
taken fo r granted, which parent* 
to day can spare their children — 
and fo r so little in the way o f 
tro uble and expense — is impres­ 
sive. 
At present it is po ssible to im­ 
munize children against diphtheria, 
who o ping co ugh, typho id fever, and 
smallpo x, as well as tetanus o r 
lo ckjaw. 
Active immunizatio n means that 
antibo dies are fo rmed in the child's 
bo dy and remain in large eno ugh 
amo unts to ward o ff the infectio n. 
Pro tect Children 
It is also po ssible to pro tect chil­ 
dren 
against 
measles, 
who o ping 
co ugh, and a liver diso rder kno wn 
as infectio us hepatitis, fo r a sho rt 
perio d o f time. 
This type o f pro tectio n is called 
passive pro tectio n. Here the anti­ 
bo dies are no t develo ped to the 
child’s o wn bo dy, but are present 
in the injected serum. 
This type 
o f immunity pro tects the child lo r 
o nly two o r three weeks. 
Who o ping co ugh is mo st serio us 
during the first year o f life and 
particularly during the first six 
mo nths. 
There has been so me questio n as 
to ho w early‘to life the who o ping 
co ugh vaccine may be effectively 
Injected. 
Dr. Ernest H. Watso n, o f Ann 
Arbo r, Michigan, thinks it is po s­ 
sible to co nfer immunity in children 
even when the vaccine is given as 
early as the first mo nth, altho ugh 
ho w lo ng pro tectio n lasts, is no t 
definitely kno wn when given this 
early. 
So me investigato rs believe that 
the injectio ns sho uld no t be given 
until between the third and sixth 
mo nths o f life. 
Further study o f 
this questio n is being carried o ut. 
Sho uld a baby co ntract who o ping 
co ugh during the early mo nths, 
what is kno wn as hyper-immune 
serum may be emplo yed fo r treat-, 
ment with excellent result*. This 
Is blo o d serum o f human o rigin, 
taken fro m perso ns who have had 
who o ping co ugh o r who have been 
immunized against who o ping co ugh 
by injectio ns o f the vaeeto e. Hyper­ 
immune serum may also be manu­ 
factured by using blo o d fro m a rab­ 
bit, which has been injected with 
-he vaccine- 
This has the same effect o n rab­ 
bits as o n humans, in bo th casts 
causing the serum to beco me rich 
in disease-fighting antibo dies. 
There is also available at pres­ 
ent, a 
co mbinatio n 
o f 
vaccines 
against diphtheria, who o ping co ugh, 
and tetanus. 
Dr. Watso n suggests starting this 


measles is quite prevalent at th* 
time. Unfo rtunately, as yet th^ 
is no metho d o f giving life-lo ng nra! 
tectio n against this disease witi< « 
vaccine. 
Ho wever, in all children und-r 
two o r three years o f age. and a 
all weak o r sickly yo ungsters wKq 
are expo sed to measles, an ¡r 
jectio n o f what is kno wn as gamma 
glo bulin, which is part o f the nro. 
f tein fro m 
the Wo o d, sho uld 
• given. 
This will give pro tectio n agaaut 
the disease fo r a varying period of 
time. If the gamma glo bulin is gw 
en fo ur to six days after exposure, 
even tho ugh measles develo ps, it £ 
usually quite mild, and this mJd 
fo rm gives permanent protection 
against further attacks. 
All mo thers sho uld bear in mind 
these vario us facts co ncerning the 
pro tectio n o f the child against the 
co mmo n catching diseases.
